Although Christopher gave Turkey 

no firm commitments on increased 

U.S. economic aid, Ecevit said the L.S. 
official promised to try to speed up a 
'plan by Western powers to provide 
some crash aid to Turkey to help it 
out of its immediate difficulties. 

Such a plan was approved in princi- 
ple by the leaders of the United 
States. West Germany, France and 
Britain following the loss of American, 
bases in Iran, but so far nothing has. 
come or it. - . : 

The loss of the Iranian bases has in- 
creased the strategic value of U.S. in- 
stallations in Turkey. By far the most 
important of these are the ones at 
Ph'inelik, 180 miles from the' Soviet- 
border, where radar antennas pick up. 
Soviet missiles on test- flights, and at 
Sinop, on the Black Sea, where listen- 
ing devices monitor Soviet military 
communications missile test data- 
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
